Langmaid  moved  that  the 
School  Committee  devise  an 
instrument  for  retaining  the 
most  qualified  teachers  in  the 
event  of  staff  reduction.  The 
motion  was  passed,  4-2. 

Mrs.  Walsh  suggested  that 
they  needed  a way  to  evaluate 
the  Superintendent,  and  Mr. 
Langmaid  moved  that  the 
School  Committee  devise  a 
way  to  do  so. 

England  suggested  they 
change  the  instrument  they 
were  going  to  devise  from 
teaching  to  administration. 
He  recommended  again  that 
they  learn  from  industries’ 
experience  in  evaluating  em- 
ployees. Most  of  the  commit- 
tee, however,  felt  that  the 
problems  faced  by  public  ser- 
vice are  different  from  those 
faced  by  private  industry. 

Dr.  Maloney  said,  "I  don’t 
mind  being  evaluated  as  long 
as  I know  what  the  instrument 
is  and  that  it’s  acceptable.” 
The  motion  passed,  4-2. 

Mrs.  Walsh  moved  that  the 
School  Committee  shall  insti- 
tute a self-evaluation,  not  to 
be  done  in  open  session  but  by 
using  a written  instrument. 
The  motion  passed,  4-1,  with 
one  abstention. 

In  other  business,  the  Com- 
mittee discussed  the  need  for 
a standardized  form  of  cur- 
riculum evaluation  by  depart- 
ments. Dr.  Maloney  said  that 
the  existing  K-12  curriculum 
development  states  objectives 
and  materials  and  that  we 
need  to  decide  how  we  cross 
check  and  update  it.  He 
suggested  the  yearly  review  of 
standardized  test  results  that 
shows  weak  areas. 

Langmaid  felt  there  was  too 
little  communication  between 
the  staff  and  the  Committee. 
Mrs.  Kornet  asked  if  they 
could  in  some  slack  time  of  the 
School  Committee  year  (gen- 
eral chuckle)  educate  them- 
selves in  each  department. 

Dr.  Maloney  suggested  a 
monthly  report  from  the  de- 
partment heads  about  the 
areas  in  which  they  were 
doing  well  and  where  they 
needed  to  improve.  He  added 
that  in  August  they  should 
have  the  first  return  on  how- 
well  the  system  is  doing,  1-11. 

England  said  that  it  was 
important  to  receive  the  re- 
ports early  enough  so  they 
could  read  them  and  be  ready 
to  question  and  discuss  them. 


He  recommended  that  a goal 
of  the  School  Committee  by  a 
systematic  review  of  each 
discipline  and  each  subject 
field  by  the  department  heads 
in  the  high  school  and  the 
principals  in  the  lower 
schools. 

England  moved  that  a stu- 
dent be  made  a non-voting 
member  of  the  Committee. 
He  had  talked  to  members  of 
two  systems  that  do  that, 
Quincy  and  Framingham,  and 
found  that  they  had  consider- 
able insight  into  what  was 
going  on. 

Dr.  Maloney  said  that  in 
Cohasset's  experience,  they 
tended  to  interrupt  the  discus- 
sion. England  objected.  He 
said  that  every  three  months 
kids  come  to  the  meetings, 
half  are  too  scared  to  talk,  and 
they  need  more  contact  with 
the  Committee.  Committee 
member  Irene  Brown  suggest- 
ed there’s  enough  people  to 
talk  now,  and  that  the  meeting 
is  open  to  anyone,  including 
students,  but  England  felt  the 
students  needed  a specific 
incentive. 

Mrs.  Kornet  suggested  that 
some  meetings  would  be  a 
waste  of  a student's  time  and 
that  a periodic  invitation 
would  be  better.  Mr.  England 
said  that  for  a person  to  be 
effective,  he  or  she  would 
need  to  be  there  all  the  time. 
In  Framingham  the  student  is 
elected  at  town  election. 

Langmaid  pointed  out  that 
they  would  not  be  allowed  into 
negotiations,  contract  discus- 
sions, and  executive  sessions, 
and  Mrs.  Kornet  said  it  was 
too  much  responsibility  to  put 
on  one  student.  England  said 
it  was  important  to  get  some- 
one else  than  the  president  of 
the  Student  Council  or  the 
senior  class. 

Dr.  Maloney  suggested  that 
the  lack  of  a vote  would  create 
a second  class  citizen,  a 
frustrating  situation  for  the 
student.  He  added  that  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  by 
statute,  however,  has  a stu- 
dent member  with  all  rights 
and  powers.  England  said 
that  in  Quincy  and  Framing- 
ham the  students  were  not 
bothered  by  that  restriction: 
they  consider  election  an 
honor.  He  said  that  there  is  a 
general  lack  of  understanding 
among  the  students  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  that 
there  really  isn't  much  the
